No apology need be offered to the readers of this column, we fgel sure, 
for again discussing the same subject that formed the topic of jast week's 
comment, namely, the ever mounting toll of deaths and serfous injuries 
attributable to automobile accidents. The most effective way of minimizing 
as far as possible these tragedies is, it will be admitted, the arousing of 
public opinion because, unless public opinion is aroused, all the preventive 
laws in the world will not prove effective. 

In conversation with the writer the other day a mother of a family, 
careful, conscientious, intelligent and of the very best type of Canadian citi- 
zenship, one who takes a keen and active interest in all movements for the 
jbetterment of the community and province in which she lives, stated that 
only recently she and her husband had had the narrowest.of escapes from a 
serious and probably fatal car accident. Let us recite the simple circum- 
stances, 

Driving at a moderate rate, her husband at the wheel came to a point 
where the making of a left turn was necessary. He proceeded to make it. 
At the same moment the driver of a car behind them speeding at forty miles 
an hour decided to pass ahead. Without slackening speed and without 
sounding his horn in warning to the car ahead, he shot past, thus violating 
the rules of the road in at least two respects. He side-swiped the car in 
which the lady and her husband were driving, smashed a headlight to 
smithereens, tore off the front bumper, and all but wrecked the car. But, 
added the lady, we too, were to blame becausg my husband had neglected to 
put out his hand indicating his intention to flake the left turn. Fortunately 
no person was hurt, 

All simple things,—failure to sound a horn before attempting to pass 
the car ahead, failure to reduce speed when overtaking and passing the car 
ahead, failure of the car ahead to indicate its proposed change of direction, 
and three lives endangered, several children narrowly escaped being 
orphaned, two families barely saved from lasting sorrow and much suffering. 
The laws were sound enough, a policeman right on the spot could not have 
enforced those laws in time to prevent a tragedy. Two individuals were 
alone responsible for placing their own lives and that of others in jeopardy. 
Either one of them could have avoided this near calamity. 

It is probable that as these lines are being written other near-accidents 
of a more or less similar nature are taking place, and possibly serious in- 
juries and even death are the result. Who is to blame? The people them- 
selves. Nobody else. And such accidents will continue and will multiply 
until people by observing all laws and regulations, and through the exercise 
of proper caution at all times, put an end to such accidents. 

In this article, too, emphasis may well be placed upon the terrible men- 
ace of “glaring headlights”. They are prohibited by law, yet are to be 
found upon practically every road and highway every night. Glaring head- 
lights—which blind the driver of any approaching car, making it impossible 
for him to judge his distance from the approaching car which has blinded him 
or to see what is ahead of him. And because one’car has such lights burn- 
ing, the other driver refuses to dim his lights, and two high powered cars 
rush at each other,—sometimes they pass safely, sometimes they do not, and 
all too frequently even when a head-on crash does not result, one or both 
cars ends up in the ditch, or meets some other adverse fate. 

The owner of the “glaring lights” is apparently quite reckless and in- 
different to the fact that by blinding the driver of approaching cars he may 
be inviting his own death, because the blinded driver may smash into him; 
and when driver No, 2 refuses to dim his lights because the other fellow did 
not, he is only multiplying his own risks because he is blinding the other 
fellow. Again, who is to blame for the catastrophes,which so frequently fol- 
low? Not the law, because the actions of these car drivers is unlawful. Nor 
can any army of policemen be maintained along every highway to enforce 
the law. The best that is possible is to make examples of people when they 
can be caught. 

It is people themselves who are to blame, and it is well nigh impossible 
to identify the culprits because the glaring lights renders the taking of car 
license number extremely difficult. It is public opinion™that must first be 
aroused and educated to put a stop to these violations. It is not legislators, 
governments and police forces which alone have responsibility in this mat- 
ter; the greatest responsibility rests with the individual citizen. And until 
individual citizens in far greater numbers than at present discharge that re- 


sponsibility, humanity must pay the price, and this terrible blot rest. upon 
our much vaunted civilization.

“Autogyro Aeroplane Windmill” Is 
Success In Tests 

A most interesting experiment, 
which may be attended with import- 
ant results, has been tried out by 
Lieut.-Colonel. Moore-Brabazon, M.P., 
noted British airman. He has con- 
structed a boat with what is called 
“autogyro aeroplane windmill” to 
take the place of sails. The principle 
of the autogyro is applied to the sail- 
ng vessel, with this important dif~ 
ference—that the blades are fitted to 
the mast vertically, looking like a 
windmill’s arms, It is reported that 
the method has come fully up to ex- 
pectations, the boat making almost 
as good headway against the wind as 
with it, the blades being rotated by 
the wind from whatever quarter it 
blows. In a twenty-mile-an-hour wind 
the blades turn at 200 revolutions per 
minute, at which rate the tips of 
the blades are travelling at 200 miles 
per hour. Once the autogyro is rotat- 
ing, there is nothing else to be done 
r. Results of the ex- 
periment are now receiving the ex- 
pert consideration of the Royal Aero- 
nautical Society.---Hamilton Spec- 
tator.

Of Relaxing 


Nationalistic Trade Policies 


Germany, Italy ant France are 
showing signs of relaxing slightly 
their nationalistic trade policies, in 
the opinion of Dr. T. W. Grindley, 
chief of the Dominion bureau of 
statistics’ agricultural division, who 
was a Canadian delegate at the Bad 
Filsen conference of agricultural 
economists. But otherwise little in- 
dication of a relaxation in tariff and 
other trade barriers in agricultural 
products was visible at the parley. 

Dr. Grindley went to Bad Eilsen 
accompanied by Dr. J. E. Atomer, 
professor of agricultural economics 
at Macdonald College, and Dr. W. 
Aen, professor of farm management 
at University of Saskatchewan, after 
attending the London wheat confer- 
ence wif John I. McFarland, head 
of the wheat pools’ central selling 
agency. Views held by economists 
at the oonference in Germany were 
“highly interesting” in the light of 
the world wheat situation, he said. 

Internal conditions responsible for 
slackening of rigid trade policies in 
Germany, France and Italy were out- 
lined by Dr. Grindley. Germany had 
a short crop, and has to import 
wheat, rye and coarse grains, some 
coarse grain coming from Canada, 
but most of it from Poland under a 
bi-lateral treaty. 

Although France has a heavy sur- 
plus of soft wheat, hard wheat is 
needed for milling purposes, and that 
country is ready to take Canadian 
hard wheat. A _ broadening out of 
Mussolini's agricultural program in 
Italy indicates a lessening of the em- 
phasis placed on wheat production 
there. Italy’s wheat barriers may be 
somewhat relaxed as a result. 

While fear of war cutting off food 
supplies may have been a factor in 
the initiation of the present agricul- 
tural policies in Europe, Dr Grindley 
believes it is no longer an influence. 
The main idea seems to be to keep 
the large agricultural populations of 
Europe contented and prosperous. 

From this point of view the policy 
pursued has been undoubtedly effec- 
tive. Farmers in Great Britain and 
Germany are highly prosperous, com- 
paratively, he said. The United King- 
dom has not gone as far as other 
European countries in tariffs, but has 
gone farther in quotas and fixed 
prices, Freneh and Belgian farmers 
,with their small holdings cannot be 
compared readily | with Canadians, 
but they too are benefitting from 
assistance and protection. 


‘Sows Wheat From ’Plane 


Soviet Union Finding Method Suc- 
cessful Over Wide Area 

More than a million acres of grain, 
in preparation for the harvest of 
1985, will be sown in the Soviet 
Union from aeroplanes, 

Air-sowing, first tried experiment- 
ally in 1931, now has been declared 
@ success. In the quality of work, 
sowing from aeroplanes equals that 
done either by hand or by tractor- 
drawn machines, the government's 
agricultural experts have found. 


And the speed with which the job|- 


can be done is greatly in excess of 
any other method. 

In 1933, it has been announced, 
each aeroplane engaged in sowing 
seeded between 1,000 and 1,250 acres 
in a day, planting a total of 1,000,- 
110 acres, an area that will be some- 
what increased for 1935. 

In addition, it is declared, districts 
sown from the air showed a yield 10 
per cent. greater than similar fields 
sown by hand. 

Aeroplanes. equipped for grain 
planting carry seed in large tanks 
from which it drifts down to the 
land. Best results, it has been de- 
termined, are achieved when pilots 
keep an absolutely straight line be- 
tween two markers set up to guide 
them, and shave the ground as close- 
ly as possible. . 

Also among’ the advantages claim- 
ed for the new method is that, from 
aeroplanes, super-early sowing-—an 
important advantage in view of the 
short Russian summer-—is possible, 

Aeroplanes, it is pointed out, can 
pass over and seed fields which are 
inaccessible to heavy machinery be- 
cause of the mud and melting snow.

A co-ordinated health programme 
for Canada, wherein present health 
machinery would work more smooth- 
ly under @ comprehensive nationally 
organized effort to preserve health 
}and prevent disease, was urged by 
preachers, physicians, provincial and 
civic officials, and leaders of welfare 
groups in a series of addresses under 
the auspices of the Canadian Social 
| Hygiene Council {n Toronto during 
the last two weeks. 

Suggestions ranged from forma- 
tion of ‘a national health council” to 
stimulate provincial programmes and 
correlate them with the federal de- 
partment of health, to a general pro- 
gramme of health education by gov- 
ernments and independent health 
organizations. There were more than 
50 speakers, including the Mayor of 
Toronto, justices, judges and health 
directors of independent 
Organizations represented included 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, the 
National Council of Women, the 
Social Hygiene Council, city and pro- 
vincial health departments, churches, 
independent welfare bodies and the 
Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion. 

It was contended by speakers that 
the value of health education had 
been proved by results of pro- 
grammes directed to the prevention 
of venereal diseases, tuberculosis, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, and so 
forth, and that Canada's daily sick 
list could be cut in half if present 


knowledge and equipment ‘for disease | 


prevention were made available to 
the public. ‘ 

Premier Bennett was commended 
for placing national health before the 
forthcoming inter-provincial confer- 
ence of premiers and support was 
urged to any move which might 
emerge from the conference towards 
broader health education. 

More than 16,000 persons who 
heard the addresses, delivered during 
the showings of “Damaged Lives’, a 
health educational film, endorsed 
petitions which were forwarded to 
| Ottawa urging representatives at the 
conference to give national health the 
utmost consideration. 

From an economic as well as a 
social standpoint health preservation 
was a-national benefit, speakers said. 
There are 21 million workdays lost 
annually through illness, which cost

The British Broadcasting Corpora-

Some time ago the postmaster- 
general set up a royal commission, 
under the chairmanship of Lord Sels- 
don, to inquire into the development 
of the industry, and the steps neces- 
sary to regulate it.

Farmers Should Become Familiar 
With Habits Of Hoppers 

Travellers along the market’ roads 
in Manitoba may observe several 
patches of ground picked out by 
white stakes. These stakes have 
been placed in positon by members 
of the staff of the Dominion En- 
tomological Laboratory at Brandon 
during their autumn survey and mark 
typical grasshopper egg beds. The 
idea underlying this is to familiarize 
farmers with what grasshopper egg 
beds look like and the places where 
the beds are likely to occur. If the 
observers scratch the earth to a 
depth of about an inch on the sod 
near the stake they will find grass- 
hopper eggs in abundance. The eggs 
are yellowish, enclosed in black pods 
about half an inch long. When Icuok- 
ed for on the farms, the eggs wil] be 
discovered in similar places. The 
roadside grasshopper lays its eggs 
only in definite egg beds in sod along 
the road allowances, headland, - and 
pastures, and not generally over the 
fields. Egg beds are easiest to see 
now in the fall before the grass has 


pat Baa fall rains. If the farmer 
can these areas he will be in 
a much better position to poison the 
beds in the spring before the young 
hoppers have entered his field. 
Grasshoppers hatch when the poplar 
trees begin to show green and early 
poisoning is the most efficent.

New Method To Overcome Danger 
Of Peritonitis 

A nearly 100 per cent. preventive 
for surgery’s worst death risk, peri- 
tonitis, was announced to the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons at Boston. 

The preventive is a vaccine, call- 
ed amniotic fluid, ‘and its discovery 
came from the study of babies dur- 
ing Caesarean operations. In these 


operations, Herbert L. Johnson; M.D.,' 


of Boston, noticed that the mothers 
suffered fewer abdominal adhesions 
than usual. : ; 

Several years’ study led to virtual 
certainty that the protection was due 
to tft amniotic fluid which surrounds 
a child before birth. The same, or 
a similar fluid, is present in the 
higher animals. 

Thus the animalg would furnish a 
source for this fluid if it could be 
used in other than Caesarean surgery.

The prize of the institute's collec- 
tion is the brain of Vladimir Ilyitch 
Lenin, whose embalmed body is view- 
ed daily in its huge mausoleum on 
the Red Square and so much does the 
institute think of the possibilities of 
uncovering the sources of the power 
that went into the making of- the 
Russian revolution, that it has set) 
aside a whole department where 
Lenin's brain is minutely studied. 

Recently the institute received the 
brain of Clara Zetkin, the aged Ger- 
man revolutionist, who once opened 
the’ reichstag with a speech denounc- 
ing the Nazis. 

The first step in studying a brain, 
before it is subjected to microscopic 
examination, is to cut it into nearly 
15,000 shreds of extreme thinness. 

The researches seem to show that 
the explanation for high intellectual 
capacity Hes in peculiarities in struc- 
tural relation of different regions of 
the cerebral cortex. Newly con- 
structed apparatus has enabled the 
institute to record on graphs the elec- 
tric currents set up in the brains of 
live persons and animals.

Proper Preparation And Cooking Of 
Food A Prime Necessity 

A connection between light and 

food was established, and the conclu- 

sion was drawn that fresh food or 

“sunlight food", as it was called, 

possesses, in the quality of freshness, 


a virtue absent from all other kinds | 


of food, Students, happily, did not 
rest content with a generalization of 
this sweepine and vague kind, and 
the work upon vitamins was continu- 
ed. Today several of these elusive 
substances have been obtained in 
more or less pure form. In conse- 
quence there has been substituted for 
the conception of “freshness” exact 
special chemical 
composition. Some of the vitamins 
indeed are so little “fresh” in the 
popular sense of that word that they 
can be heated to high temperatures 
without losing their virtue. 

For a moment a danger seemed to 
exist that this discovery would lead 
to a reaction away from natural 
foods towards. foods compounded in 
laboratories. But it is now becoming 
clear that great as has been the pro- 
gress made in the elucidation of the 
nature of foodstuffs, qualities, or 
rather virtues, remain about which 
full and exact knowledge is not avail- 
able. Food charged artificially with 
vitamins is not, apparently, “just as 
good” as natural food. There exists 
some further, essential substance 
about which Nature alone possesses 
the secret. 

In these circumstances a new study 
of natural foodstuffs has been under- 
taken and attempts have been made 
to arrive at such knowledge as can 
be placed at the disposal of the house- 
wife and cook. Knowledge exists, 
but it has not reached the mass of 
the people. In consequence the inci- 
dence of maternal mortality, to. take 
but a single example, remains higher 
than it would be if young girls and 
young women knew how to buy and 
prepare food in accordance with 
scientific principle. As Dr. Leslie 
Harris told the Industrial Welfare 
Conference at Oxford, correct nutri- 
tion cannot be left entirely to chance 
or instinct, but must be based on 
knowledge and experience. 

The dissemination of knowledge ia, 
evidently, the first step towards the 
acquisition of a sound experience, and 
it is here, undoubtedly, that the need 
of action is greatest. Teaching must 
be given at a time when it can be 
made use of and in such a manner. 
that it can be understood. It has 
often been pointed out that the mor- 
tality among infarits began to decline 
in this country when the generation 
of schoolgirls who had received the 
earliest instruction given about per- 
sonal and domestic hygiene became 
mothers. The decline in infant mor- 
tality has continued steadily since 
that time. There can be little doubt 
that instruction in the buying and 
preparation and cooking of food, if it 
was given effectively, would bring 
about a similar diminuation in the 
incidence of many existing diseases 
and weaknesses. For it is not only 
upon the history of medicine that 
dietetic habit exerts influence but also 
upon the history and welfare of peo- 
ples.-London Times,

Billy's first lesson was to learn to 
say “ah”, according to Miss Lilpe- 
gren. She let Billy touch her throat, 
face and mouth as she enunciated 
the simple syllable. Since his hear- 
ing was normal she also instructed 
him in the position of the tongue in 
making the sound.

said was unequalled, Billy now speaks 
almost normally.

Little Journeys In Science 


DYES 
{By Gordon H Guest, M.A.) 


Recently a French silk manufac- 
turer displayed eighty-six different 
shades of the color green, showing 
to what perfection the art of dyeing 
has been brought. Thought to have 
originated in India many centuries 
ago, dyeing was at first confined to 
the production of just three colors, 
red, obtained from the madder plant; 
blue from indigo, and purple, from 
shellfish. These early dyes were of 
fine quality and are still to t seen 
in the mummy cloths in archaic col- 
lections. These cloths glow with 
rich colourings of purple and red. 

In the city of Florence, Italy, a 
method of. preparing purple dye from 
certain lichens, was discovered in 
the thirteenth century, and in 1472 
the first dye company was incorpor- 
ated in London. It was not, however, 
until the eighteenth century, when 
scientists interested themselves in the 
perfection of dyeing processes, that 
the industry became the important 
; One that it is to-day. Coal-tar pro- 
ducts were introduced into the pro- 
cess in 1856 by a young British chem- 
ist, William Henry Perkins, Perkins 
was working with aniline, a sub- 
stance taken from coal tar, in an 
effort to find quinine. Instead, he dis- 
covered amazing coloring properties 
of certain aniline compounds, which 
led to a broader field, revealing dye 

properties in a large number of coal 
tar products. His work, which re- 
sulted in cheaper and more versatile 
dyes, brought him a fortune and a 
knighthood, while industry was fur- 
ther revolutionized by the utilization 
of coal tar, which had hitherto been 
considered useless. 

Artificial dyes are superior to those 
found in nature, because of their 
much greater variety and adapt- 
ability, qualities which are continu- 
ally being further developed in chemi- 
cal laboratories.

Health Risk 


Mustache On Upper Lip Said To Be 
Real Protection 

An upper-lip health risk that may 
justify the “eyebrow” mustache as a 
real protector was explained to the 
American College of Surgeons at 
Boston. 

Any infection of the upper lip, such 
as might arise from even a trivial 
razor scratch or whatever risk there 
may be in kissing, is much more 
potentially dangerous. than similar 
infection on the lower lip. 

The facial mechanisms involved in 
this situation and the not infrequent- 
ly fatal results were explained to a 
symposium on infections by Frederick 
A. Coller, M.D., of Ann Arbor, Mich. 
A person with anything larger than 
an ordinary pimple on the upper lip, 
he said, really ought to be in bed in 
a hospital because of what might 
happen. 

‘Infection of the upper lips can flow 
up toward the eye, passes the region 
of the innger angle of the eye and 
empties into the “cavernous sinus” 
located on the floor of the skull.

Makes Less Silverware 


Canada Has Increased Her Production 
Of Electro-Plate 

Possibly her sterling silverware is 
the most cherished possession of 
home-loving woman. Possibly it is 
the most cherished of the household 
heirlooms. Tableware enters into 
such dear traditions, reminders of 
the storied family past. The depres- 
sion years have told their tale. Less 
silverware is being manufactured and 
imported and there is more electro- 
plate being turned out in Canada. 
For example, in 1933 the sterling sil- 
ver hollow-ware and flatware manu- 
factured was valued at $348,000 com- 
pared with $401,000 in 1932 but the 
electro-plate in 1933 was of the value 
of $1,696,000 compared with 1,412,- 
000 in the previous year. Imported 
sterling silverware comes mainly 
from the United Kingdom, some from, 
the United States and a little from 
Germany. The imports fell off some- 
what to $74,000 from Great Britain 
in 1933. Electro-plated imports at 
$260,000 were a considerable reduc- 
tion.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

A modern hotel, formerly used as a 
convalescent hospital for returned 
soldiers, has been purchased by the 
Alberta relief commission for the 
care of sick and aged unemployed 
single men, it was announced at 
Calgary. . 

Located at Ogden, six miles from 
Calgary, it will be operated as a 
hospital and home for the sick and 
aged unemployed; and when it is 
opened, about November 1, will house 
between 150 and 200 men. The pur- 
chase price was not disclosed. 

Hon. H. W. Allen, who inspected 
the building, stated it. would be used 
not only for Calgary cases but for 
sick jobless men from other parts of 
the province.
